DIAMONDS IN METEORIC IRON. | 
A vein of iron, supposed to be native, 


was found in March, 1891, in Arizona, and [- 


apceimens of it were sont to Mr. Foote, the 
geologist. “Ho examined ‘it. ‘carefully, 


Juno te the place, which lies about’ ten 
miles south-cest of Cafion Diablo, at tho 
foot of a circular hill of sandstono and 
Hmestono called Crater Mountain.” This 


hill is about four hundred aud thirty feet |- 


high, and hae at the top a hollow about 
a mile in diameter, sinking pretty steeply 
to a depth of fifty to sixty-fivo feot below 
the level of. the’ surrounding plain—evi- 
dently a crater. Despite the most zealotd 
search, howaver, not a trace of volcanic 
stone was:found. On the other hand, 
several Tatgo ond small maseea of meteoric 
iron wore discovered, mostly at the base of 
the crater... Piooes weighing four und a 
half'to five end a half handredweight were 
afterwards found, and more than one hun- 
dred dnd thirty weighing from four fo six

the inpect of a large meteoric mass, an 


occurrence similar to thosa-to-which cer-7~ 


tain investigators avcribe the formation of 
some of the oraterdin thé moon. A piece 
of the meteoric iron was examined by Herr 
Konig, who submitted a proliminary report 
on his investigation to the last assembly 
of Amorican physicists. Acoording to this 
report, the, meteori¢ iron in question is 
uncommonly bard, sod it waa. .only-with. 
extreme diflioulty, and after o unmber, of 
instruments had been’ damaged, that-a cat 
could be made through it, This cut ra- 
vealed a hollow, which, to the intense 
sorprise of the examiners, contained small 
black dinmonds. Beside them lay little 
grains of amorphous coal, and ono pieco, 
when tronted with acid, gavo a white din 
mond half a millimbtre long. ‘The ‘Croi- 
lite avd Daubidetite were ‘also fouud, and 
the mass contained three per cont. of 
nickel. . Judging from theso data, tho 
correctness of which there is no resson to 
doubt, this mass of meteoric fron is ons of 
the niost-remerkable over: fond: *"Dia- 
moonds ware not discovered in aerolites till 
1887 ; but nobody suepectéd their presence 
in. meteoric iron; thera was even good rea= 
son for belioving such s thieg to be impos- 
sible, “The Gorman’ miseralogist, Hert 
Meydonbaucr, made the fqllowing state- 
ment seventeen years ago:—' ‘Lhe diamond 
can only he of cosmic ‘origin; it both 
originuted simultanéously. with the primi- 
tive rock and fell ag au serdlito in lator 
periods of the carth’s formation. Sciau 
tifio invcstigution at the places where dia 
monds are found might throw much ight

pious Malays, Those were lawless daye— 
one hundred years ago—tho Malay Rujaha 
took a few lives, stole a litt’e merchandise, 
and were branded pirates ; the English and 
Dutch took thousands of livea, stole whole 
nations and ure étyled piomeers—auch is 
the irony of history. Tike the North 
American Indian, tho Malay went to the 
wall before the white man’s bible aad bire- 
water, and on this day we wero on a viBt 
te the only indepondent Malay cuter in all 
Malaya. 

We arrived opposite the {stun at 17 
g'clock. The Sultan sent out his barge 
manned with Malays dressed in canary- 
colored suite. At the iron picr we were 
met by the Dato Sri Amar d’ Rajan, or the 
TMustrious Secretary vf ibe Sultan; his 
name is Dato {lord) Abdul Rahman, and 
he is a commander of the English Order of 
St. George and St. Michael.
